TRIAL OF NE NEW BAILEY 
VESSEL. 


We recently: gave trial particu. 
Inra of the steam launch “Petrel”” 
built by W. 8. Bailey & Co, Ltd. 
for the British North Boreno Gov- 
ernment and which attained half 
a knot over the contract speed, and 
this vessel.{a reported to have safe- 
ly redched Sandakan after weather- 
ing a six hours typhoon. 

On Wednesday last Messrs. 
Bailey & Co. scored'a further 
success in the official trials of the 
“Victoria,” designed and built by 
them to "admiralty requirements 
for the Royal Army Service Corps 
for the carriage of troops, towing, 
‘and general service purposes for 
which great strength, atability and 
handiness were demanded by the 
authorities, In all these qualities 
the vessel: passed the severest ad- 
miralty tests: by a large margin, 
and easily maintained a speed of 
over 10 knots an hour against the 


contract speed of nine knots only. . 


The Victorin is 66 feet long by 
14 feet beam and is fitted for navi- 
gation both Inside’ and outside har- 
bour limits, the bows having a good 
flare to give ample deck space and 
seaworthiness, There is a deck 
cabin, neatly upholstered, and ‘oll 
the deck fittings such as bollards, 
fairleads, ctc, are specially heavy 
and of polished brass, The funnel 

‘casing is also of polished brass 
giving the vesse) a. very smart ap- 
‘pearance. 

General on Board. 

The engines are compound sur- 
face condensing working at 140 Ibs. 
pressure, and throughout the three 
hours trials. ran with perfect 
smoothness. 

The vessel shaving passed the 
teats for stability, steamed to 
Murray Pier and embarked Gen- 
eral Luard and Staff, and alao the 
Naval Yard Inspectors who have 
supervised throughout the con- 
struction .of hull, boiler and ma- 
chinery. Four runs -were madé

several hundred Great Lakes and 
east coast steamers are so fitted.

The Benson flasher -is_pri-~ 
marily a large cluster of brilliant 
electric Hghts fixed aloft and 
arranged to blaze out when the 
whistle ia blown, «+ 

It is claimed that’ the flashing 

of the lights is a big factor in 
safe navigation, , espectally at 
night or | in hazy’ ‘weather, or 
when other noises might drown 
the sound of the signal whistle. 
_ The flashing lamps can ‘be 
‘worked into : any desired form, 
generally a design showing the 
company house flag, thus enabl- 
ing other boats to identify the 
signalling ship.

The latter figure, it 
may be'mentioned, is 549,050 tons 
higher than that for a year ago, 
although still some 500,000 tons 
lower than the average figure for 
the period immediately preceding 
the war. A satisfactory feature 
of the present situation | is that 
the incubus of vessels in the yards 
on which work'has been suspend- 
ed is being gradually removed; it 
now amounts to only 8,745 tong, 
as compared with 77,600:tons at 
the end of . June, 1926. On the 
other hand, we note, with regret, 
that the new tonnage commenced 
during the quarter. just completed 
shows a considerable reduction in 
comparison with that laid down 
during the March quarter, the 
figures being 487,112 tons and 
679,889 tons, respectively. The 
tonnage launched . during the 
June quarter, viz., 268,545 tons, 
however, shows an ingrense of

SHORT WAVE WIRELESS. 
SOME OF ITS POSSIBILITIES. 


Interest in short wave ‘reception 
of telephony in Malaya is gradually 
being aroused by the fact that sev- 
eral amateurs,, in possession of 
specially deaigned sets, have been 
successful in-listening in to concerts 
broaaeasted from Holland, :Java, 
Russia and elsewhere. : 

Short wave work differs greatly 

from that conducted on what is, 
known as the Broadcasting Band— 
200 metres upwards. In Singa- 
pore the results obtainable on wave- 
lengths exceeding 200 are distinctly 
dishppointing, 
impossibility of bringing in dis- 
tant etations through the ‘adverse 
atmospherie conditions.,  — 
- The Jocal Amateur: . Station 
V.S.1A.A.'does yeoman, service in 
‘broadcasting twice weekly, but thia 
is not.sufficient to encourage . any 
but the ardent enthusiast to invest 
ina eet. ‘Certainly Java and Manila 
Stations can be heard, but owing 
to “static” interference and ‘“fad- 
ing” little enjoyment can be deriv- 
ed from listening in to thee. - 


A short wave set covering 15 to| 


60 metres is a far more interesting 
proposition, and’ tho feelings experi- 
enced when, after “twirling the 
knobs” for a few, minutes, one hears 
a whistling sound‘and then a voice:
